"LE3AL TENDEE" IN A PACKED COURT. 

Tlie reversal of the legal tender decis on 
which was rendered last year provokes the in- 
dignant contempt uf thinking men. It is gen- 
erally regarded) not nsthc solemn adjudication 
uf au upright and impartial tribunal, hut ns a 
base compliance xviih executive wishes by 
creatures ol the President placed upon the 
bench to carry out his views. Even the Tri- 
bune is scandalized by this outrage upou ju- 
dicial decorum. It says: 

'•The Supreme Court yesterday announced 
decisions in the legal lender act and oilier 
cases of less public importance. The formal 
announcement of the back aclion of the court on 
the question of the constitutionality of the 
legal lender act, as applied to contracts made 
before the war, d ies not Miller from that which 
we have already published /( is a decision in 
the interests of the great railroad companies, and 
UKm been retieh'd through the instrumenta'ity oj 
th :r former paid advocates and stockholders now 
o:i the bench. The first conclusion of the 
court has been hastily reversed, but it will not 
be as easy lo restore the public respect and rever- 
ence for the tribunal which this decision has sac- 
rificed.'' 

This means that Justices Bradley nnd Slrorg, 
the feed counsel of great railroad corporations, 
were foisted upon the bench by Gen. Grant lo 
reverse the decision rendered last year, and 
that they have shown their subservieut grati- 
tude by ignoring the merits of the question 
and deciding it in the interest of their fanner 
clients, according to the uuderstood wishes oi 
the President who Appointed them. In other 
words, they have not decided as judges, but ns 
notorious accomplices and beneficiaries of the 
lailroad ring. TheTribuue is not alone among 
Id publican journals in making this damning 
accusation. The following paragraph is from 
a long article in the Evening Post: 

"After the main question at issue had been 
decided by the cjurt, andflhe decision accepted 
by the public mind, the government, iisell a 
party to the issue, added to the minority of 
the couit judges already known to have ex- 
pressed Opinions adverse lo the decision, in 
liuuihci sufficient to reverse it. Under these 
cimimstances the new decision is necessarily re- 
garded us the voice, not of the laic, but of the 
atintinistra'. ion. The tew point established by it 
is not that the decision in the case of Hepburn 
against (Iriswold was wrong, but that, when a 
decision is made by the court which limits the 
jiowirs of the general government, under the Con- 
stitution, that gov rmuent may reconstitute the 
court so as to secure a decision less distasteful to 
it. If this practice is tolerated the Constitu- 
tion and its interpretation cease to limit the 
national government, and become just what 

the appointing power ehoosts to make them." 

What was it that encouraged the knaves 
who wished to escape the payment of their 
just debts according to the terms of the con- 
tract, to bring new suits in the face of a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court? Why, the fact 
that General Grant had appointed the attor- 
neys of railroad corporations to the bench 
with the undisguised purpose of overruling 
that decision. Il is not law and justice which 
speak in the reversal, but the sic volo , sic jubco, 
of an ignorant, stolid military lonnuander 
who uppoiuted judges to execute his orders. 
Even his own partisans revolt against this 
shameless prostitution of our highest judicial 
tribunal. — N. Y. World.

Ine Printer and His Types. 

Toe following beautiful extract is from the 
pen of Benjamin F. Taylor, iLe printer: 

Perhaps them is no department of enterprise 
whose details are less uuderstood by intelligent 
people than the "art preservative '--the achieve- 
ment of types. 

Every day, their life long, they are accus- 
tomed to read the newspapers, to find fault 
with its statements, its arrangements, its looks; 
to plume themselves upon the discovery of some 
roguish acrobatic type that gets into a frolic 
und stands upon its head ; or of some waste 
letter or two in it — but of the process by which 
the newspaper is made, of the myriads of mo- 
tions and thousands o!' pieces necessary to its 
composition, they know little and think less. 

They imagine ihey discourse of a B onder, in- 
deed, when they speak of the fair, white carpd 
woven for thought to walk on, of ihe rags that 
fluttered on the back of a beggar yesterday. 

liutthere is something more wonderful still. 
When we look at the hundred and tilty-tivo 
little boxes, somewhat shaded with the touch 
of inky fingers, that compose the printer's 
'•case' — noiseless, except the clicking of type, 
as one by one they take their places in growing 
line— we think we have found the marvel of 
the art. 

We think how many fragments there are in 
the bjxes; how many atoms of poetry and elo- 
quence the priuter can make here aiid there if 
he only had a little chart to work by; how 
many facts in a small "handful;" how much 
truth in chaos 

Now he picks up the scattered elements until 
he holds in his hand a stanza ot "Gray's 
Elegy," or a monody on Grimes, "All buttoned 
up before." Now he sets a "puppy mining," 
and now "Paradise Lost;" he arrays a bride 
in "small caps.," and a sound in "nonpariel ; " 
he announces the languishing "live" in one 
sentence — transposes the words, and deplores 
the days that are few and "evil" in the next. 

A poor jest ticks its way slowly into the 
printer's hand, like a clock jusl running down, 
and a strain of eloquence marches into line 
letter by letter. We fancy we can tell the 
difference by hearing of the ear, but perhaps 
not. 

The types that told a wedding yesterday, an- 
nounces a burial to-inorrow — perhaps the self- 
same letters. 

They are the elements to make a world of — 

those types are; a world with something in it 
as beautiful as spring, as rich as summer, and I 
ns grand as autumn flowers that frost cannot 
wilt, fruit th it shall ripon lor all lime.

UNJUST DISCRIMINATION. 

A dispatch from Washington, May 4th, 
says : 

"A warrant was issued at the Treasury De- 
partment to-day for $13:1,193 in favor of the 
State of Connecticut, for money expended iu 
forwarding and equipping troops during the 
lute civil war. This makes the third Xew 
England State whose war accounts have been 
settled, while nearly all the Western States, 
which have like claims, have been neglected.'' 

This kind of unjust discrimination, how- 
ever, has b.-en going on so long that the peo- 
ple, have ceased to be surprised at it. Con- 
gress has got so much in the habit oi 
appropriating the public money at the com- 
mand, and to suit the needs ol New England, 
that now it seems to have become a matter ol 
course. The tariff - 8) stem itself is but a 
cunningly devised piece of machinery to feed, 
clothe, adorn, and enrich New England at 
the expense of the West and the South. 

But, "the West," of all other fections. has 
the least right to complain ; for the West 
could puts stop to this course of unjust dis- 
crimination, if it only had the manliness to 
assert and maintain its rights at the ballot- 
box, and through its representatives in Con- 
gress. The West has been "a hewer of wood 
and drawer of water" for New England from 
time immemorial ; and seems likely to con- 
tinue to occipy the same humble thraldom, 
until a new generation shall arise that will 
have the courage and independence to break 
the shackles of thought and tradition their 
fathers brought with them from the land of 
their nativity, when they came as pioneers 
from the East to the "far West."

He re- 
sembles one of tbuee crabs which frequent the 
Florida reefs, and which, a.nied in front with 
forbidding tentacles and strong, piedaceous 
clawi, but terminating behind in a w eak pulpy, 
Ineffective, Unless body, drop themselves iulu 
the vacated shells of other fish, aud do desper- 
ate battles lor these, as it they were lo the 
manor born. His speeches, apart Irom '.heir 
raucur and their thefts, are mere apocryphal 
assertion, rigmarole, "three blue beaus iu a 
blhe bladder. ' Tncsuidid glualines of ins hail 
heart over the cata'ogile of distresses he has 
caused canDOt conceal nor disguise bis wtak 
head, and the commonplace subterfuges iu 
which his knavery rejoices. He isone of those 
trilles which, as a greater writer tells us "lloiit 
aud are preserved in the shipwreck of the 
Stale, "while everything solid and valuable 
sinks to the bottom and is lost forever. 

lie lose id a lime of revolution, by revolu- 
tionary means, by incendiary practice, by 
jdepraveil associations and infamous resorts; 
be seeks lo buoy himself up now Ul n time of 
peace by the same means that gave him pros- 
perity when everything was reeling with the 
drunkenness of war passions. He seeks to 
make continental the shameful success w hich 
the history of Indiana shall blush for, and ha- 
no ambition btyond continuing his political 
career as he began it, upon the infamous prin- 
ciple that "lies are swifter of foot than the 
truth."

He juggles und slings, 
like the scorpion, with a rear ward, treacher- 
ous blow. He plays lh« stormy Clodius in 
ihe Senate, but Ihe themes he runts on have 
been first prepared to his hand by his own 
spies, pimps, and panderers. He is a vulgar 
charlatan, sterile, hidebound, pretentious, 
blatant, but w ith malignity ingrained through- 
out his nature, and falseness embalmed iu all 
bis shallow soul. Ravenous, vicious, suple, 
venomous, pliant amid his bluster, truckling 
and subservient while allecting to be Muff, lit- 
is tbe vilest and must envious sycophant ot the 
day.

— The following facts of 
a great outrage perpetrated in our neighboring 
county, Metcalfe, ten miles northwest of Ed- 
monton, have been communicated to us from 
nn entirely reliable source: Last Thursday 
nightaweek ago, Wiley Fiizgcrald.^a while 
man with a family, and a tenant and employee 
of Mr. Thomas Bass, • well to do farmer, was 
\ induced by a man .named Scott, who wasjilso 
an employee of Mr. Bass, to go fishing with 
him to the river, about a mile distant from 
Bass' farm. Fitzgerald consented to go, and 
he and Scott started off together after dark, 
through a dense woods in the direction of the 
river. They had proceeded, however, only a 
few hundred yards, when they were halted on 
the road by a party of four large, stalwart 
negro men. When the word halt was uttered 
by the negroes, Scott fled in great ha9te, but 
Fitzgerald was seized and overpowered by the 
negroes who stretched him out in the road and 
compelled him to submit to a terrible thrashing 
with hickory switches, each as large around 
as a man's thumb. The whipping was con- 
ducted in a merciless way, and Fitzgerald's 
back from his shoulders down WM made black 
and blue to a frightful degree. The four ne- 
groes were arrested next day and identified uy 
Fitzgerald. The negroe9 were brought to 
trial, before the magistrates' court and held to 
answer at the ensuing term of the Melcalf" 
circuit court. Mr. Fitzgerald, who was O 
cruelly punished, is a stout, able-bodied la- 
borer, and, during the late war, was a member 
of Col. Frank Woltord's Federal cavalry. The 
impression prevails that the motive by which 
the negroes ^were actuated in perpetrating the 
outrage was to compel Fitzgerald to leave tire 
neighborhood in order that they might occupy 
the cabin in which his family has been living 
on Mr. Bass' farm. — lioalina Great Democrat.

Moktal Affray In Estili. Cocxty, Ken- 
tucky — Two Mks Killed and two Others 
Dasgbkoiisly WoUMDW. — We learn from two 
gentlemen of this city, just returned from 
Fitchburg, of a dreadful tight which took place 
six miles from that town, at the Miller's Creek 
voting precinct of Estill county, op Saturday, 
the day of I lie election, resulting in the instant 
death of R. 6. Sullivan and John Ross, and 
probably the fatal wounding of James Dugan, 
from pistol shots, and the dangerous injury of 
G. W. Carpenter in the head, by blows from a 
pistol or other weapon. Carpenter and Dugan 
are hardly expected to survive their injuries. 
The shooting ami blows on Carpeuter appear 
to have been indicted by Harrison Cockrill, 
State Senator, and brother to the county judge, 
and a man by the name of Wilson, who re- 
sides with him; but conflicting statements* as 
to what transpired are afloat, and it remains 
for the coroner s inquest to develop facts. 

Ross was engaged as engineer at Red River 
Furnace, in Fitchburg, and was much esteemed. 
He left no family. His parent! reside at Estill 
Furnace, in the same county, and his father is 
the founder at that place. Sullivan resides at 
Fitchburg, and leaves a wife and children. 
Dugan s parents also reside there, and are na- 
tives of Estill county. Carpenter resides near 
the scene of death, and was a foreman in the 
employ of the Red River Company.

THE FENCE QUESTION. 

Some time ago, iu an editorial arlit't?, we 
tyok llic position that the policy of Kentucky 
in relation to fencing WW oppressive and irra- 
tional, and calculated to obstruct progressive 
culture. It compels a farmer who may have 
but little stock, to maintain at great expense 
of time, labor and money, a large amount of 
fencing, in order to protect bis cropa from a 
trespass, which, injustice, his neighbor should 
be prohibited from committing. A fanner's 
C >ru is just «s much his property as his tim- 
ber, and as his ueighbor is forbidden from en- 
tering on the land and ci t log down trees, so he 
shoMld be required to prevent his stock stray 
ing in to devour and trample down the coin 
that costs time, labor, nnd money to produce 
If a person chooses to sow wheat in an unen- 
closed field, what right has the land owner ad- 
joining him to permit his cattle to wander out 
there and destroy the grain, or what reason or 
justice is ihere in compelling the first named 
to go to the trouble and expense of guarding 
his crop against an intrusion from which, nior 
ally and legally, he should be protected? A 
case directly iu point was decided some lime 
ago by the Supreme Court of the Doited States, 
which bad been taken up from Illinois; the 
case was that of a man who permitted his stock 
to go on a railroad track where several of them 
were killed, and the cars thrown from the 
track, thereby doing the company much dam 
age. lie claimed that the company should 
have fenced the road, but the court decided 
against him, on the ground that the company 
owned the land and the stock had no business on 
their property. Here we have an authoritative 
Blalement by the highest judicial tribunal of 
our country, of the principle Ibat should pre- 
vail — a man's land and all that is on il, IB 
his property, and the entry upon it, without his 
consent, of nnother'l stock, is a trespass tor 
which damages should be awarded. Under 
the policy at preseet prevailing, our people 
fence more to keep the stock of others out than 
to keep their own in. 

Hut there are other reasons of an economic 
nature, why tnere should be a change in the 
existing laws on Ibis subject. Fencing is al- 
ways an obstruction to easy and rapid ingres.- 
and egress through the place ; weeds and 
briars hare alibi ded a favorable location for 
rapid growth, where they mature and scattel 
their seed in every direction ; everything trou- 
blesome and disagreeable and unsightly nc- 
cumulates along the lences, detracting from the 
neat and thrifty appearance the farm should 
wear, and rendering close and carelul tillagi 
almost impossible ; then their i xpensiveness i- 
anolher strong argument against them. 

Id the Illinois State Agricultural Report foi 
18i>4, hainuel 1". Hoardman says: 

The fences of the United States have cost 
more than the houses, cities included ; more 
tuan ships, boals, and vessels of every descrip 
lioi , which sail the ocean, lakes, and rivers; 
more than our manuf-icloi ies, of all kinds, 
with their machinery, more than any one clas- 
of property, aside from real estate, except il 
may be the railroads of our country. 

In an article on this subject, Hie Peoples' 
Journal says, that the first cost of the leucine, 
ill New York was between one hundred and 
fifty and two hundred millions of dollars. 
Assuming this lobe approximately correct, nnd 
estimating the first cost of fences in other 
States on the Millie basis, we have as the total 
first expense of the fences of the country, the 
vast sum of il,'jyti,000,UOO. This will squire 
to be renewed at least ouce iu ten year", and 
Ibis gives an annual expense of tlSS^OOOjOtiO, 
with a very large sum to be added lor n pair- 
constantly needed. This makes up a loruiida- 
ble aggregate. 

Iu Europe, where very few fences are found, 
there is no inconvenience felt by the people. 
In France, Uermnny, and Holland, farmers hold 
their lands in common, without; narrow paths 
between. There the annus 1 tax our people 
have to submit to of $1 DO on every acre o: 
improved laud, the cost of fencing, is not known 
Here the fence tax is much mure than the *%- 
giegale of Stale and local taxes. 

In SI issiouri and California, the advocates ol 
a re'orm in fencing laws are making vigorous 
exeitions to accomplish their put pose, and 
every nay public opinion is growing stronger 
in tavor ol the change. line, in Kentucky, 
where the suggestions are novel, and the peo- 
ple have not thought on the question, the | r ip- 
osilion may be somewhat unpalatable; but 
the time will come when self-interest will 
force a change in opinion and policy. 

A Visit to Daniel Boom, — In June, 1819 — 
snys Chester llarcing, In his autobiography — 
I made a trip of one hundred miles for the pur- 
pose of painting the portrait of old Col. Daniel 
Boone. I had much trouble in finding him 
He was living some miles from the main road, 
in one of the cabins of an old block house, 
which was built fur the protection of the settlers 
against the incursions ol the Indians. I found 
that the nearest 1 got lo his dwelling the less 
was known of bin. When within two miles 
of his house, I asked a man lo tell me where 
Col. lioone lived. He said he did not know 
any such a man. ' Why yes, you do," said his 
wile. "Il is that white-headed old man w ho 
lives on the bo'ioin, near the river." A good 
illustration of the proverb that a prophet is 
not without honor, save in his own country. 
"I found the object of my search engaged in 
cooking his dinner. He was lying in his bunk 
near the fire and a long strip ol venison wound 
around his ramrod, and was bus,' turning it 
before a brisk blaze, and using salt and pepper 
to season his meat. I at ouce told him the 
object of my visit. I found that he hardly 
knew what I meant. 1 explained the matter 
to him, and he agreed lo sit. He was ninety 
years old, nnd much infirm. His memory of 
passing events was rather impaired, yet he 
would amuse me every day by bis anecdotes of 
his earlier life. I asked him one day, just 
aft* a description of one of bis long hunts, il 
he ^ever got lost, having no compas*. "Ho, 1 
tuitfi lie, "I can t say as ever I was lost, but 1 
was bewildered once for three days." He w as 
much astonished at seeing the likeness. lie 
had a very large progeny ; one grand-daughter 
had eighteen children, all at home near the old 
man's cabin. They were even more astonish- 
ed at the picture than was the old man him- 
self.

tics is assuming in France. This wonderful 
old man appears to be erdowed with all the 
activity and vigor of young America.

Thk China Trade. — It is stated that, by the 
opening of the Pacific Railroad, the importa- 
tion of teas destined for Atlantic ports will be 
attracted to Han Francisco. Thus the freight 
from China to San Francisco on a pound of 
tea is one cent, and thence to New York three 
nnd one half cents — making four and a half 
cents for the entire distance. The freight via 
the Cape of Good Hope lo New York is two 
cents a pound, but three months additional 
time will be required for the transportation. 
Considering the tea to be worth a dollar a 
pound, the interest on this value for three 
months, at eight per cent, per annum, will 
amount to two cents, and the additional insur-j 
ance will amount lo one and one half cents, so 
that the expenses arc brought up to five nnd a 
half cents, or one ccut over the charges on the 
San Francisco route. This calculation has 
lately appeared in the newspapers; but it must 
be observed that the advantages of the San 
Francisco route can only be "obtained when 
high-priced teas are concerned. On teas worth 
tilty cents a pound the freight and the interest 
and insurance for three mouths would bring the 
expenses by the New York route up to three 
cents and three quarters, being three fourths of 
a cent less than by the San Francisco aud I'a- 
cific Railroad routes.

In Paris 
there are, or were before the war, about one 
hundred perfumers, employing together from 
3,000 to 3,500 hands. The annual amount of j 
the export trade of perfumers averages from 
15,000,000 to 16,000,000 of franks, and the es- 
timated total product is about the same as lhat ' 
of England.
